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Lompocans value environs—survey

Results of a survey conducted for Lompoc’s Environmental Resource 
Management Study, show the bulk of the citizenry are squarely behind 
efforts to preserve the natural state of the environment on the one hand and 
to protect agriculture on the other. 
Members of Lompoc City Council and Planning Commission will hear a 
status report on the study today, 7:30 p.m. in the Public Library. 
Representatives of a consulting firm, Wilsey-Ham are expected to be on 
hand for a presentation in conjunction with input from a technical advisory 
committee and other community groups. 
Responses to a questionnaire were 
received from the committee, from 
city commissioners, Chamber of 
Commerce, from the Board of 
Realtors and from citizens at large. 
Authors of the survey report 
concede their effort was limited, but 
note that there was an 80 per cent 
consensus on eight of 15 goals. 
Nevertheless there was criticism 
that the goals were so general that it 
was difficult to disagree with them 
and some of those questioned said it 
was difficult to assess the goals 
“ without at the same time looking 
at goals for the economic and social 
environment.” 
Here are some of the survey 
results: 
Thirty-four individuals, out of 42 
who responded, agreed with the 
concept that ‘‘The city shall attempt 
to conserve in an undeveloped state 
areas within its sphere of influence 
which 
have 
environmental 
characteristics which are valuable 
for 
scientific 
or 
educational 
purposes.” 
Only 
seven persons 
disagreed. 
Thirty-four persons agreed that 
‘‘The city shall attempt to conserve 
in an undeveloped state areas ... 
which 
have 
environmental 
characteristics of natural scenic 
beauty.” 
Again 
only 
seven 
disagreed. 
Forty of the 42 respondents also 
favored special consideration for 
preservation of recreational areas; 
37 of the 42 said they favored 
keeping land undeveloped in lieu of 
high risks to public safety; 33 said 
they 
favored 
the 
retention of 
‘‘significant amounts of agriculture 
lands;” and 
20 of the 42 said 
agricultural uses should be avoided 
in areas that have scientific merit, 
educational value or 
high scenic 
beauty. 
Twenty-eight of the respondents 
would prevent urban development in 
areas which are valuable mineral 
sites, but at the same time, 27 said 
they would reject mineral use if it 
conflicted with an existing use, 32 
would oppose mineral production if 
it conflicted “ with educational, 
scientific, scenic or recreational 
values of the environment.” 
Twenty-three said they would 
avoid locating recreational or urban 
uses in areas where transportation 
noise levels would conflict with 
those uses. 


Hearst tape 
won't stall 
FBI probe 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — The 
head of the FBI investigation of the 
Patricia Hearst case said today her 
latest 
tape 
recording 
bitterly 
denouncing her father and fiance 
and swearing allegiance to her 
kidnapers would not change the 
status of the investigation. 


In the tape received Wednesday, 
Miss Hearst branded her father and 
fiance as “ pigs” and “ clowns” and 
reaffirmed her allegiance to the 
terrorist 
Symbionese 
Liberation 
Army which kidnaped her nearly 
three months ago. 
“ It certainly doesn’t change our 
investigation,” said F B I special 
agent Charles W. Bates. “ It adds 
another bit of information.” 
U.S. Attorney James Browning 
had no immediate comment on the 
effect of the tape on Miss Hearst’s 
status of being sought only as a 
material witness in the April 15 
robbery of a San Francisco bank. 
However, 
he 
was 
presenting 
evidence this morning to a federal 
grand jury investigating the bank 
robbery and the kidnaping case in 
general. 
Two young women know to be past 
associates 
of 
SLA 
members 
appeared before the grand jury 
today after stating that they would 
not cooperate. Both Cynthia Garvey 
and Janet Cooper Weiss, 27, whose 
identification was used by a woman 
SLA member who rented four cars 
used in the bank holdup getaway, 
issued statements prior to their 
appearances 
saying 
they 
knew 
nothing about the SLA beyond what 
had already appeared in the news 
media. 
Miss Hearst, 20, daughter of 
newspaper executive Randolph A. 
Hearst, also said it was “ ridiculous 
to the point of being beyond belief” 
for her family to think she was 
brainwashed into participating in a 
$10,000 bank robbery by the SLA 
April 15. 


New pollution requirements 
have changed sewer project

On the first of this month, the city 
submitted plans and specifications 
for the $12 million Lompoc Valley 
Regional Wastewater Management 
System to the State Water Quality 
Control Board. 
It was a critical due date. The 
next milestone 
is the 
board’s 
expected announcement before June 
15 of this year that the project has 
been approved. Then the grant 
torrents can begin to flow. 
Aside from a cost growth from 
$8.6 million to $12 million, though, 
there have been several changes 
from the system’s original 1972 
design. 
Included in the March, 
1974 
engineering update are costs for 
wastewater 
recycling 
and 
monitoring hardware now needed to 
satisfy requirements laid down by 
the state water board only after the 
execution 
of 
the 
original 
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CONSTRUCTION has started in the 1200 and 1300 
block of West Maple Avenue on the development 
pictured above which will house Federal Electric 
Company 
facilities 
and

Panel grants Nixon five days 
to hand over subpoenaed tapes 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - By a 34-4 
vote, 
the 
House 
Judiciary 
Committee today gave President 
Nixon five more days to respond to 
its subpoena for tapes of 42 of his 
Watergate-related conversations. 
Chairman Peter W. Rodino Jr., D- 
N.J., noting that the panel has been 
instructed by a 4104 House vote to 
conduct an impeachment inquiry, 
said he hoped Nixon would not take 
the action as a sign of weakness. 
“ We will not be diverted,” Rodino 
said. 
The President had asked for the 
additional time for the reply, which 
had originally been set for 10 a.m. 
today. 
The 42 tapes cover 1,600 minutes of 
presidential conversations in the 
winter and spring of 1973 with top 
Nixon aides about the time when 
Nixon says he first learned of the

engineering agreement with Brown 
and Caldwell Co. of Alhambra for 
consulting services. 
Originally, it was proposed to 
simply dump the system’s treated 
wastewater back into the Santa 
Ynez River at three locations.

LISBON (UPI) - The army 
overthrew 
Portuguese 
Premier 
Marcelo Caetano today in protest 
against the colonial wars that 
Portugal has waged in Africa for the 
past 13 years. 
Caetano handed over his job to 
Gen. Antonio de Spinola, the liberal- 
minded African war hero whom 
Caetano fired for saying Portugal 
could not win the seemingly endless 
African wars, the rebel armed 
forces announced. 
The announcement was made over 
loudspeakers outside the Carmo 
convent, headquarters of the para­ 
m ilitary 
Republican 
National 
Guards where Caetano and some of 
his ministers had made a last-ditch 
stand 
against 
the 
snowballing 
movement of army protest. 
“ Right now, Premier Caetano is 
handing over the reins of office to 
his successor, General Spinola,” the 
rebel announcement said. It said the 
handing over was taking place inside

the building, following a cannon and 
tank assault on the building by the 
rebels. The assault climaxed a 4 
a.m. uprising by large parts of the 
nation’s armed forces against the 
Caetano government.

Besides the extension of the 
subpoena deadline, the committee 
was prepared to approve dropping 
as many as 30 allegations against 
Nixon to focus on charges of criminal 
wrongdoing that will lead either to 
his exoneration or his impeachment. 
By early summer, after studying 
evidence 
and 
interrogating 
witnesses, the committee wUl vote 
on each of the remaining charges as 
potential counts in a resolution of 
impeachment, which would then go 
to the House. 
The new deadline demands that 
Nixon surrender the tapes by April 
30—one year to the day after H.R. 
Haldeman and John D. Ehrlichman 
were deposed from their high White 
House jobs because of Watergate 
disclosures. 


Four liberal Democrats voted 
against giving the President more 
time to answer the subpoena. 
The four were Reps. Jerome R. 
Waldie, Calif.; Robert F. Drinan, 
Mass.; CharlesB. Rangel, N.Y., and 
Elizabeth Holtzman, N Y. 
In the meantime. Republican 
sources disclosed the scope of the 
committee’s second request for 
potential evidence. 
The subpoena asked for 42 tapes 
covering 27 hours of conversations.

Moore's: in business for 95 years 


Ed panel's private 
meet spurs queries 


M oore’s 
D epartm ent 
Store, 116 W. Ocean Ave.. 
has a past — somewhere. 
After all, Moore’s is about 
as old as Lompoc 
But Howard Moore, oldest 
living of the Moore clan, 
isn’t the person who is going 
to recall it. And his nieces, 
Mrs. Norma Jean (Moore t 
Woodard and Mrs. Lothelle 
(Moore) Grossini, can only 
remember from the 1940’s 
on. 
That isn’t too far back 
compared to the beginning, 
the 1800’s. 
Mrs. Woodard and Mrs. 
Grossini were interviewed 
recently in the back room of 
Moore’s. They agreed that 
Howard Moore is the one 
who should be interviewed. 
He was even bom in the 
1800 s, (1895). 
Mr. Moore was called for 
an 
interview, 
in 
fact. 
However, 
he 
quickly 
referred the Record to Mrs. 
Grossini. 
“ She knows,” he said and 
a b r u p t l y 
e nd ed 
the 
conversation. 
The sisters agreed their 
uncle would be the one to 
interview 
Unfortunately, 
they could provide only the 
most sketchy history, some 
of what they remembered, 
some of what they were 
told: 
In the early days, Moore’s 
use to extend credit to 
Lompoc farmers until their 
crops were harvested, said 
Mrs. Woodard. 
There 
were 
cracker 
barrels and jerkey bins in 
the store, she said. 
Moore’s use to carry farm 
equipment that was left 
outside all night on the 
sidewalk. “ You couldn't do 
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that today,” Mrs. Woodard 
unnecessarily pointed out. 
And during World War II 
Moore’s sold khaki caps to 
Camp Cooke soldiers and 
employed a tailor to sow on 
insignias,

newspaper clippings which 
featured a too brief history

The store has had many 
locations and names since it 
started in Lompoc in 1879 by 
George Washington Moore.

An AFL-CIO spokesman 
said the sanction meant that 
other AFL-CIO members 
may refuse to cross picket 
lines that might be set up at 
county buildings. 


Talks were continuing, 
however, between county 
officials and union leaders 
in an effort to avert the 
strike, set for 12.01 a.m. 
Monday. 


“ Negotiations 
are 
continuing virtually around 
the clock,” said Robert 
Leonetti; deputy director of 
the county department of 
personnel. 


“ We are hopeful that 
through these negotiations 
we can avert a strike. We 
are still in mediation at all 
tables.” 


Unions 
are 
asking 
between 8 and 10 per cent 
pay 
increases 
and 
the 
county 
has offered 
pay 
increases averaging adout 
5.5 per cent. Supervisors 
Chairman Kenneth 
Hahn 
said a 5.5 per cent increase

budget. 


“ We’re willing to sit down 
and negotiate in good faith 
to avert a strike but unless 
they

associations have formed a

United Press International 
Israelis 
observed

somber independence day 
today 
with 
muted 
ceremonies overshadowed 
by

attrition along the rocky 
hills of the Golan Heights. 
An army spokesman in 
Tel Aviv said Syrian and 
Israeli 
artillery 
dueled 
during the morning on Mt. 
Hermon and the southern 
Golan Heights. There were 
no reported casualties. 
A m ilitary communique in 
Damascus reported fighting 
throughout the night for the 
strategic, 9,232-foot peak 
and said the clashes spread 
to other sections of the 
northern front.

Airmen emotionless 
to murder charges 


OGDEN, Utah (UPI) — Two young airmen who police 
say tortured and shot five people during a holdup stood 
emotionless in an Ogden courtroom Wednesday as 
prosecutors charged them with three counts of first degree 
murder. 
All five victims were forced to drink a caustic drain 
cleaner, then lined up against a basement wall at a stereo 
equipment shop and methodically shot in the head. Three 
died, including an 18-year-old girl who was also raped. 
A fourth victim remained in a coma today at a local 
hospital. Another survivor was recovering from surgery to 
remove a ball-point pen the bandits kicked through an 
eardrum into his skull. 
Dale S. Pierre, 21, and William A. Andrews, 20, both 
helicopter mechanics at nearby Hill Air Force Base, 
appeared in court Wednesday wearing blue jailhouse T- 
shirts and denim pants. 
“ Throughout the proceeding, they showed no discemable 
emotion,” said Weber County Attorney Robert Newey. 
The two blacks were arrested at their barracks Tuesday 
night without incident. They both joined the Air Force a 
year ago. 
Pierre, a native of Trinidad but a resident of Brooklyn, 
N.Y., prior to his enlistment, told Judge E.F. Ziegler he 
would like to be represented by a local attorney, who was 
out of town. He spoke with a slight French accent, Newey 
said. 
The taller, more slender Andrews, originally from Jones­ 
boro, La., but more recently from Dallas, asked the court 
to appoint an attorney to defend him. Ziegler continued the 
arraignment and said attorneys would be appointed today. 
While the two suspects remained in isolation at the Weber 
County Ja il, families of the three slain victims scheduled 
funeral services Friday and Saturday. Killed in the Monday 
night robbery were Mrs. Byron Naisbitt, 52, Stanley O. 
Walker, 20, and Sherry M. Ansley, 18, all of Ogden. 
Police said Miss Ansley was taken into a separate room 
and raped before she was shot. 
Courtney Naisbitt, 16, the son of Mrs. Naisbitt, has not 
regained consciousness since the shooting and is listed in 
critical condition. Orrin W. Walker, 43, father of Stanley 
Walker, was in fair condition, recovering from chemical 
bums, a superficial bullet wound and surgery to remove the 
pen from his ear.

Cooking Talents 


Special recipes and trips seem to go together 
for Virginia (Mrs. Robert D .) Speers who 
thoroughly 
enjoys 
cooking 
and 
collecting 
recipes. She offers us two this week. 
Shared by a friend several years ago, one 
became a family favorite and a contest winner. 
The prize was an all expense trip to Las Vegas 
for the Speers with entertainment for four days 
and nights. 
The recipe may sound odd, says Virginia, but 
try it. 


Seafood Rice Salad 
2 cups cooked rice (do not use instant rice ) 
V4 cup chopped green onion 
2 ttIs. salad oil 
1 tbls. vinegar 
V» tsp curry powder 
1 cup diced celery 
V4 cup diced green bell pepper 
Vz cup mayonnaise 
2 cans (4l/zoz. size) shrimp or crab 


Cook rice, cool and measure 2 cups into a 
bowl. Add vinegar, salad oil and curry powder. 
(Do not omit the curry powder as it enhances the 
flavor.) Mix well and refrigerate for several 
hours before adding the green onion, green 
pepper, celery, mayonnaise and shrimp. Again 
mix well and refrigerate for several hours to 
blend the flavor. Serves six. 
Virginia’s second recipe was acquired during 
the Speers’ recent vacation in Arizona with 
traveling friends from Shell Beach and San 
Francisco. At Phoenix, the three couples were 
invited to dinner at the home of mutual friends, 
the Jim Ringwalds. Among the buffet dishes 
served, was a casserole for which the hostess 
furnished the following recipe. 
String Bean Casserole 
1 (8 oz. size) can mushrooms 
1 medium onion, chopped 
1 cube margarine 
V* cup flour 
2 cups warm milk 
1 cup light cream 
% lb. sharp cheddar cheese 
2 tsp. soy sauce and Worcestershire 


Vs tsp. Tabasco sauce 
1 tsp. salt 
1 tsp. Accent (monoglutemate) 
5 pkgs. (10 oz. size) frozen green beans 
1 (5 oz.) can water chestnuts 
% cup almonds, sliced 


Saute mushrooms and onion in margarine; add 
flour, milk, cream, cheese, Tabasco, soy sauce, 
Worcestershire, salt and Accent. Simmer until 
cheese melts. 
Cook 
green beans according to package 
directions; drain and mix with the sauce. Add 
water chestnuts, drained and sliced. Pour 
mixture into casserole and top with sliced 
almonds. 
Mixture 
will 
fill one 9x13 
inch 
casserole or two 8x8 square pans. Bake at 375 
degrees for 20 minutes. Serves 10-12 people. 
This 
may 
be 
made 
a 
day 
ahead 
and 
refrigerated until baking time or can be frozen, 
thawed and baked at a later time. 
Reaching into our Record Cooking Talents 
file, we find the recipe of Betty Hoffman for an 
onion sauce that can be used in many ways. 
Suggestions 
are 
with 
hamburger 
patties, 
sauteed liver steak or other meats. Good, she 
reports, with left-over roast beef, lamb or ham. 
Ingredients are few and preparation simple. 
12 medium onions, peeled and diced fine 
V4 cup butter or margarine 
1 tsp. salt 
V4 tsp oregano 
1 tsp. Kitchen Bouquet 
Vz cup hot water 
Cook onions in butter or margarine for 15 
minutes.Stir occasionally until just tender. Add 
salt, oregano, Kitchen Bouquet and mix well. 
Pour into glass container of mixer or blender; 
add hot water and cover. Blend 3 seconds or until 
onions are finely minced. Reheat and serve hot. 
Makes 3 cups of sauce.

Statistics on the grim 
subject of life or death 
during 1973 were released 
yesterday by county health 
officer Dr Joseph T Nardo, 
along with the preface:

averages,

county resident an active

Then Nardo went on the 
declare: 
“ Santa Barbara 
County continues to show a 
decline in births, 
infant 
deaths and fetal deaths.” 
County figures for 1970 for 
infant and fetal deaths per 
1,000 live births were the 
lowest in the entire state, 
according to Nardo, and 
although current rates were 
not 
available 
for 
other 
counties, “ the county rates 
probably still compare very 
favorably ” 
There 
were 41 
infant 
deaths in the county during 
1973 or 11.2 per 1,000 live 
births, figures that were 
down from the 1970 figures 
of 60 and 13.1. 
There were 35 neo-natal 
deaths per 1,000 population, 
down from the 50 of 1970 
Fetal deaths were at 30 
during the year, compared 
to the 44 of 1970. 
Nardo 
credited 
the 
county’s good record to 
“ members of the medical, 
nursing, allied professions 
and private citizens, using 
excellent clinic, laboratory, 
hospital, voluntary 
and 
official agency facilities to 
prevent a needless loss of 
life.” 
In another vein, Nardo 
noted there were four cases 
of animal rabies in the 
county 
during 
1973 
compared to only one in 
1972, all of the latest cases 
attributed to rabid bats, and 
all in the City of Santa 
Barbara.

Chuck Tanner probably knows 
Dick Allen as well as anyone in 
baseball He knows him since he 
was a kid shooting baskets in junior 
high school and his affection for 
Dick Allen, as a human being as well 
as a ballplayer, is genuine. 
Some people already are tying the

in

American League West to a similar 
start by Dick Allen 


Chuck Tanner hears something 
like that and immediately wishes to 
point out some pertinent little 
details about both the White Sox and 
Dick Allen 
“Let’s see,” he said, studying the 
team ’s 
stats 
sheet 
before 
Wednesday night’s ball game with 
Milwaukee, “Allen is hitting .214. 
and leads our ball club in RBIs and 
bases on balls. They never give 
anything good to him. I mean 
NEVER. Evervtime he walks up 
there, they pitch to him like it’s the 
seventh game of the World Series. 
“ He 
has hit six shots, just 
punished the baseball, but each one 
of these line drives was right at 
some infielder or outfielder If those 
balls would’ve fallen in, he’d be 
hitting .270 or .280 “ 
Chuck Tanner didn’t have his 
ready 
calculator 
with 
him, 
otherwise he would’ve discovered 
that had those six shots of Allen’s 
found some holes, he’d be hitting 
321. not .270 or .280. 
“Why should Dick Allen be singled 
out?” asked the White Sox manager. 
“Look at Amos Otis. He put in a full 
spring training; he’s having trouble 
getting out of the gate; he’s hitting 
.135. 
but 
you 
know 
he’ll 
get 
straightened out and have a good 
year. Johnny Bench is another one. 
He has four RBIs as of today and 
he’s hitting .217, but he’s going to be 
in the All-Star Game. Look, Dick 
Allen could hit .190 all year and play 
for me. 


“That business of him not being 
there for all of spring training is 
nonsense also. Frank Robinson had 
only seven official at bats in spring 
training for the California Angels, so 
what? He’s still one of the greatest 
players in baseball.

Baseball back to Seattle?

Losing streak 


Shockley at Yale 


At Yale University the other night 
Professor William Shockley was to 
debate with Mr. William Rusher of 
National Review the whole business 
of Negro psychometric inferiority 
and what should be done about it. 
What should be done about it. in the 
opinion of Professor Shockley, is 
something on the order of genetic 
manipulation, for the purpose of 
improving the human species. You 
would use sperm banks, contributed 
by the very brightest men, destined 
to impregnate the very brightest 
women around; and before too long 
we would all be sounding like Albert 
Einstein. 
This is a drastic 
compression 
of 
Shockley’s position, 
and if I have some 
of the words wrong, 
never 
mind 
— 
because the music 
is 
right. 
Doctor 
Shockley 
is 
the 
complete 
liberal. 
His judgments are 
scientific and his 
values are, 
well, 
derived 
from 
empirical 
conclusions. 
Bright 
people 
are 
better than dumb people. Therefore 
let’s have more bright people and 
less dumb people. Therefore get 
babies formed by the union of bright 
spermatozoa and bright ova: and 
after a while, you get Shockley-land. 
What happened at Yale is now 
quite generally known. The debaters 
arrived, they stood on the platform 
for 75 minutes during which the 
audience jeered and booed and 
hissed; 
finally, 
Shockley being 
brighter than a lot of other people, 
realized that, to adapt slightly 
what they used to say in the south in 
days gone by. There ain’t no 
Shockley goin’ to speak here tonight. 
So he left, escorted by a dozen or so 
marshals. 
The role of Yale University was 
ambivalent. On the one hand, 
President 
Kingman 
Brewster 
begged undergraduate organizations 
not to invite Shockley to the campus. 
Not so much because Shockley’s 
appearance 
would 
result 
in 
disorder. He put it differently, 
stressing how obnoxious are the 
doctrines of Doctor Shockley, and 
how offensive to the racial minority

of black students at Yale. Here he 
has a point, though it is not one he is 
given to adducing about other 
speakers representing, say, the 
Communist movement. 
And then also, to stress Doctor 
Shockley’s disqualifications, Mr. 
Brewster noted that he is not a 
trained 
geneticist. 
Shockley 
is 
somewhat 
difficult 
to 
handle 
because he got a Nobel Prize for 
something or other having to do with 
transistors. At Stanford University, 
they 
have 
refused 
to 
permit 
Shockley to teach a course on his 
new enthusiasm under the auspices 
of the biology department, citing his 
lack of professional credentials. 
This is done gratefully because it 
gives the faculty a technical excuse 
for aborting a course they do not 
want as part of the curriculum. 
The trouble is, of course, that 
Shockley has that insatiable mind, 
and there is no reason to suppose 
that if he gave all his time to the 
study of genetics,which he appears 
to 
be 
doing, 
he 
would 
be 
professionally incompetent after a 
few 
years 
to 
teach 
genetics. 
Shockley is not (in this respect) 
dumber .than 
the 
22-year-old 
graduate students who, after two or 
three years of study, are permitted 
to teach genetics. 
The scandal, my friend, is of 
different order. It was not widely 
noted by the press that Shockley’s 
opponent, this time around, was not 
scheduled to be one of those liberal 
Ashley Montague types, who are put 
up against Shockley mostly for the 
purpose of delivering doctrinaire 


defenses against the validity of his 
preliminary findings on the matter 
of variations of intelligence. The 
trouble with these is that they do not 
always persuade the audience up 
against the figures adduced by 
Shockley. And when they fail at a 
technical level, there goes the ball 
game. If in fact it is proved with 
scientific conclusiveness that there 
is a disparity between average 
Negro 
intelligence 
psychometrically measured, and 
that of whites, the consequences for 
liberal egalitarian dogma would be 
nothing short of catastrophic. Their 
cosmology would fall. 
But this would not be the case for 
those whose values are Christian, 
and whose belief is in metaphysical 
equality. Shockley would probably 
win a debate with Ashley Montague. 
Up against William Rusher, he 
would be slaughtered. 
Because 
Rusher would focus not on the 
inexactitude of Shockley’s findings, 
but on their irrelevancy. And, as 
regards his prescriptions, he would 
say quite simply that they are neo- 
barbaric. By which I mean that they 
are the twentieth century equivalent 
of the pagan infanticide by which a 
society 
regulated, 
to 
its own 
satisfaction, the male female ratio 
of the population. 
What was obviously proved at 
Yale is that Shockley cannot get a 
fair trial at the hands of Kingman 
Brewster. What. was incidentally 
lost at Yale was the opportunity to 
show that only true conservatives 
can dispose with confidence of the 
Shockley menace.

On the 
Judiciary Committee Mr. Nixon’s 
own Republicans turned against 
him, with a 33 to 3 vote and 
chairman 
Rodino 
once 
more 
adroitly preserved bipartisanship. 
Mr. Nixon will take another gamble 
shortly: 
he 
goes 
to 
Moscow 
sometime in June; his popularity 
rises abroad when he is the symbol 
of the nation. He is a wounded 
President seeking foreign triumphs 
and the Russians will help him, up to 
a point. 
At some time not too distant a 
delegation of Republicans is likely 
to call on Mr. Nixon and tell him 
that he ought to consider stepping 
down. There is nothing but disaster 
ahead as things are going. The party 
has lost four out of five recent 
elections, 
including 
areas 
that 
haven’t 
been 
Democratic 
for 
generations. Another contest is 
coming up — California’s 6th 
District which, like the others has 
been a safe GOP seat. 
Will Mr. Nixon heed? We doubt it; 
not at first anyway. Later, perhaps. 
It is rather inspiring, in a negative 
sort of way, that the country is 
getting on as well as it is. Fifty 
million people paid their income 
taxes last week much the same as 
always though many must have 
malevolently thought of Mr. Nixon’s 
returns 
as 
they 
gummed 
the 
envelope. Some benefits accrue: the 
Nixon tax case has jolted chairman 
Wilbur Mills into a new effort at tax 
reform 
legislation 
this June; 
Congress might pass it, with another 
Watergate dividend, a law to curb 
big campaign bribe-contributions. 
It is a special virtue of America, 
we think, that instead of lapsing into 
paralyzed 
cynicism 
over 
such 
outrages 
the 
man-in-the-street 
demands reform and still believes 
enough in his government and his 
country 
to expect to get it. 
Sometimes it is touch-and-go. 
Government 
goes 
on 
in 
Washington but there is also the 
constant feeling of neglect. Any 
sensible man knows that the energy 
shortage is still here and that the 
President should be urging the 
public to keep on saving as they did 
in the oil embargo. But that would 
require some expenditure of Mr. 
Nixon’s hoarded moral authority. 
He is in no mood to give it. He could 
be leading the drive, too, to alert the 
country to the impending world food 
shortage and probable famine. Do- 
gooders plead with him. 
But Mr. Nixon has not shown 
much zeal about hunger at home, let 
alone abroad, and he has troubles of 
his own to think about. 
We try not to be unfair. In August 
1969 he staggered many of us by 
proposing a far-reaching Family 
Assistance Program” (FAP) which 
was the brain child of Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan: In his next State 
of the Union message he boasted 
that it was “ a basic income floor 
under every family with children in 
this nation” and he exulted in the 
New American Revolution — “ a 
revolution as profound, as far- 
reaching, as exciting, as that first 
revolution almost 200 years ago.” 
That wasn’t just hyperbole, it was a 
radical plan. It remains one of the 
strangest and most mysterious 
episodes 
of 
this 
strange 
Administration. Last month a rash 


of news stories appeared that Mr. 
Nixon is going to revive the idea. 
Well, a man who can take a chance 
in the Michigan 8th District might 
take another whirl at improving his 
welfare image. 
The Nixon FAP was a variant of 
the negative income tax, with a 
guaranteed $1600 for a family of 
four, plus foodstamps. It twiced 
passed 
the 
House. 
Whatever 
happened to it? Mr. Nixon cooled to 
the idea and Sen. McGovern killed it 
by coming out in 1972 for his own 
plan to federalize welfare and 
establish a guaranteed income of 
$4000 for a family of four, financed 


by tax reform. That did it so far as 
Mr. Nixon was concerned. He 
rejected any Senate compromise 
that would have helped pass his 
program and thereupon scoffed at 
the McGovern scheme. By the time 
the GOP convention came he had 
got so far away that, as MIT 
professor 
Lester 
Thurow 
wonderingly wrote, “ the Republican 
platform declared that it was 
unalterably 
opposed 
to 
the 
guaranteed income in any form, 
despite the fact that .this was 
exactly what the President’s family 
assistance plan had promised.’’ 
Maybe 
the 
weathervane 
has 
shifted again.

Terracciano persists 


Friends tell me about a former 
Lompoc teacher who survived a 
headlong fall down an elevator 
shaft, then overcame the disability 
of paralysis to become a successful 
businessman. 
In the words of 
Paul Comer, Tony 
Terracciano 
reversed the usual 
climb up the ladder 
of success: ‘‘He fell 
to fame and for­ 
tune.” 
That was doing it 
the hard way. 
Terracciano taught science at 
Lompoc Junior High School from 
1962 to 1964 when he left to join a 
brokerage firm in Los Angeles. On 
March 10, 1969 he had parked his 
own car on the fifth floor of a multi­ 
level parking facility, and was 
headed to ground level again when 
disaster struck. He opened the door 
to the elevator and stepped in only to 
find the elevator was not there. 
Later they were to learn that the 
elevator had been taken out for 
repair. Curiously enough another 
man did the same thing from the 
second floor. That fact almost 
spelled 
doom for Terracciano. 
Instead of falling five floors and 
landing on his feet, he struck the 
falling body of the other man and 
landed at the bottom of his head. 
1116 other man suffered only

minor injuries, but Terracciano was 
critically injured. Doctors were 
uncertain at first that he would 
survive. 
Terracciano did survive but he 
found the going rough. In Comer’s 
words, recovery was a tediously 
slow and painful series of operations 
treatments, therapy sessions and 
exercises. 
Almost 
completely 
paralyzed on the right side of his 
body, Tony had to relearn how to 
think and talk, how to stand up, how 
to walk, how to swallow and how to 
eat. In brief, Tony had to learn all 
over again how to be a human 
being.” 
As a result of litigation against the 
parking facility, he received $1,750 
million in a settlement based on his 
potential income as a stock broker. 
With the money he fulfilled a long 
standing dream to establish a 
mobile home park. His business is 
located on 30 acres in Sutherlin, Ore. 
The story of Terracciano’s tragic 
accident 
and 
recovery 
stirred 
memories for former associates in 
Lompoc.

Avoid mistakes by follow­ 
ing these tips. 
• 
Avoid separating the 
centers by doors. Every time 
you have to go past a door 
to get from one center to an­ 
other, you walk five or six 
feet farther than if there 
were no door. This distance 
begins to add up consider­ 
ably during the work for 
just one meal. 
• Allow enough space for 
workers to walk around one 
another easily (about three 
feet) and enough space for

If you think your 
guests would like an oven as 
well, there’s a 30” model 
electric oven topped with 
four of the same ceramic 
panels. Either of these oven 
units costs about $250.00. 


Now all you need to fin­ 
ish the instant kitchen is a 
refrigerator. There’s a dan­ 
dy little one available with 


3.2 cubic ft. of storage space 
for around $100. It has a tiny 
freezer compartment, oper­ 
ates on 110 volts, and can be 
wheeled around to use pool- 
side for parties too.

Much has' been written on 
the subject of the "Genera­ 
tion Gap” — that unseen bar­ 
rier which is as wide as the 
difference in age of the ele­ 
ments on either side of it.

future needs. This is true 
even though we will have to 
harvest trees at twice the 
present rate by the year 2000 
to meet peoples demands 
for wood and paper prod­ 
ucts. 
T h e answer to meeting 
these 
increased 
demands 
lies not in increasing our 
forest lands, but in improv­ 
ing management of the for­ 
ests we have. 


For example, forests own­ 
ed by the forest products in­ 
dustry are managed intens­ 
ively so that they now pro­ 
duce tim ber at twice the 


rate of forests owned by 
government and private in­ 
dividuals. The forest prod­ 
ucts industry owns 9 per­ 
cent of the nation’s forest 
base but this land produces 
26 percent of the raw m a­ 
terial. 


Although 32 percent more 
wood is grown in the U. S. 
each year than is cut, forest­ 
ers warn that we will have 
to grow more wood, faster, 
on the same land base in the 
future to meet the public’s 
needs.

There are umpteen books 
on how to prepare for a 
party, by celebrities, hos­ 
tesses, caterers and assorted 
authorities, but often 
the 
best information comes from 
the man on the spot — the 
restaurant 
bartender 
who 
also “moonlights” for private 
parties. 


Because he’s doing the 
pouring he’s pretty shrewd 
about how much liquor is 
necessary, a main party ex­ 
pense you need to know 
well in advance in order to 
ardjust the costs of other ne­ 
cessities to fit your budget. 


At a cocktail party for 


twenty, figure about four 
drinks per person, is the con­ 
sensus of- bartender opinion. 
A quart of liquor is good for 
approximately 24 drinks. If 
you live in the south or 
southwest or lower midwest 
bourbon would be most re­ 
quested, then gin, blended 


whiskies, and so on. In the 
east and west Scotch is the 
front runner, then vodka. 
But unpredictability is the 
name of the game so have 
some rum, sherry, sweet ver­ 
mouth and, perhaps Campari 
in

to 
the 
main 
liquors. 
Don’t 
pour 
stiff 
drinks 


just to look generous, the 
bartenders warn. People re­ 
sent it, unless they ask for 
a double. Refrigerate gin, 
vodka and dry vermouth.

New 
York’s famous Sardis notes 
he has found most people 
getting away from straight- 
up cocktails and asking for

on-the-rocks. 
Straight-up has become too 
potent. This means you need 


a good supply of highball or 
old-fashioned glasses, and it 


is another reason to spend 
the extra money on good 
liquor of a higher proof. For 
instance, in a Scotch sour or 
a Bob Roy over ice a blend­ 
ed, 
90-proof 
Scotch 
like 
Famous Grouse keeps
